licly accessible database on quantity and location 
of pesticide use.

Why a charter school? Why here?

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can Cancer Society in Boston. 

Maximillian Soong, 20, spent the 
past summer doing research on cell 
metastasis, or the spreading of dis- 
eased cells throughout the body. 

Soong, a graduate of Andover High 
School, is back at George Washington 
University in Washington, D.C., finish- 
ing the undergraduate portion of his 
studies in its medical school program. 

He says his drive to become a physi- 
cian was fueled by the advanced sci- 
ence curriculum at Andover High and 
the desire to contribute to the commu- 
nity. 

The grant from ACS paid for him to 
work for 10 weeks on cell metastasis of 
pancreatic cancer cells. Soong says he 
used his background in genetics to 
establish data on a direct relationship 
between cells’ ability to move across a 
porous membrane and their ability to 
metastasize. 

While similar research is going on 
around the country, his work was on 
the cutting edge of that field, he says. 

When Soong returned to George 
Washington to start a new research 
project, he was asked by a senior 
researcher about his summer work. 

“Tt’s nice to know the career I’m pur- 
suing is a life-long learning process,” 
he says, adding that it was so nice that 
he worked on his 10-week project for 11 
weeks. 

“It was that much fun,” he says.

In an effort to bring the most to the 
community after he completes medical 
school, Soong says he is leaning toward 
surgery and clinical research, but is 
looking for an environment that is less 
business-oriented. 

While his current program at GW 
would send him directly to medical 
school there, he is unhappy with their 
medical center’s performance, since it 
was taken over by a private company 
two years ago. 

“I wasn’t thinking about these 
things back in high school,” Soong says 
of his surprise at how much the hospi- 
tal changed over two years because of 
trends in the business of running hos- 
pitals. 

He is aiming now for medical school 
at Tufts or Harvard, hoping the envi- 
ronment will be less concerned with 
business and more with medicine. 

His focus on clinical research comes 
from a desire for “rigorous scientific 
endeavors,” and keeping the fields 
most up to date. Surgery, he says, is 
often the only solution in dire medical 
consequences. 

“It’s one of the most powerful tools 
we have to make an immediate impact 
in dire circumstances,” he says. 

“So plastic surgery is out,” he 
laughs, at least until the loans come 
due.

Planning Board members Tuesday unan- 
imously nixed the 13-lot Willoughby 
Estates subdivision off Prides Circle and 
Abbot Street, citing concerns including 
drainage and water retention in the area. 

The definitive subdivision plan for 
Willoughby Estates was proposed by 
Coolidge Construction Co., Inc. headed by 
John McGarry. The board also denied a 
special permits to cluster and for earth 
removal or regrading. 

Chairman Michael Miller said he 
thought the plan was “unworkable,” and 
cited several issues mentioned in Planning 
Director Stephen Colyer’s 10-page memo 
and analysis recommending disapproval of 
the project. 

Miller said Colyer’s memo, which cited 
12 reasons to deny the plan, “summarized 
his concerns,” particularly problems with 
drainage and the plan to extend a road out 
from a cul de sac. 

Member Linn Anderson said she did not 
deny the plan for all 12 reasons cited in the 
memo, but simply because of drainage 
problems. “That’s the one that absolutely 
stops me,” she said. 

McGarry said Wednesday that he was 
disappointed in the decision, especially 
since the drainage and water pipe designs 
for the plan were modified to the specifica-

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tions of a consultant hired by the 
town specifically for this project. 

Board member Susan Alovisetti, 
an employee of Phillips Academy, 
did not deliberate on the Willough- 
by Estates plan because it included 
land belonging to the school. 

Before the vote, board members 
discussed their policy on hearing 
public comment at meetings, in 
response to past discussions about 
Willoughby Estates with residents 
who wanted to speak at meetings 
after the public hearings were 
closed. 

Chairman Michael Miller said he 
had no problem with hearing con-

cerns and considering minor com- 
ments, but wanted to remind resi- 
dents that once the public hearing 
is closed, the opportunity to hear 
the board deliberate should serve 
as a “one-way mirror.” But he 
admitted that the board has some- 
times indulged speakers who want 
to comment after hearings are 
closed. 

“IT think we’re guilty of going 
down that slippery slope, some- 
times,” he said. 

Board member Paul Salafia said 
he thinks comments should be 
restricted to public hearings. 
“We've been tolerant to the point 
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where I think it’s interrupted the 
process,” he said. 

Colyer said since the abandon 
ment of his policy of making memos 
available to the board and the appli- 
cants a few days before the meet- 
ings, people come to meetings with 
less information. 

When Colyer took the job 13 
years ago, he had more time to pre- 
pare for meetings early than he 
does today, he said. 

He added that he thought people 
coming with questions about the 
application process should not be 
restricted to speaking during pub- 
lic hearings.

Don’t punish 
the blameless | 


The news for those who thought their | 
hopes of becoming Andover police offi- | 
cers had been destroyed by a missed 
deadline is better than it might have 
been. 

But it is still not good enough. 

The candidates had done everything 


they were supposed to do. They had 
taken and passed the Civil Service quali- 
fying exam. That put them first in line on 
a Civil Service list, from which the town 
is required to make appointments when 
it has openings. New appointments were 
scheduled to occur early next year. 

But because the town missed an Aug. 
29 deadline to re-certify the list, the state 
Department of Personnel Administra- 
tion, which oversees Civil Service, threw 
it out. 

Earlier this month, the state offered a 
compromise. It provided a make-up 
exam that will allow those candidates 
still interested in a job with the local 
department to get back in line. 

But it doesn’t automatically put them 
back where they were. They now have to 
compete with those who took the test just 
this past April. 

That’s not fair. 

Do lawyers have to pass the bar exam 
again? Do medical students have to take 
their qualifying exams more than once? 

It’s the same for the trades. Licensed 
plumbers, electricians, mechanics and 
others pass an exam, get the license and 
are qualified to go to work. 

While the town is complaining that it 
is a victim of administrative bureaucra- 
cy, its arguments are a bit lame. Who 
should know about bureaucracy, if not 
public officials? 

So it is not the fault of the state either, 
since there is not much point in setting a 
deadline if those who flout it suffer no 
consequences. But in this case, the wrong 
people are suffering the consequences. 

For the sake of the candidates, the 
state ought to allow the old list to stand. 
But there should be sanctions imposed 
on the town — perhaps a fine or some 
other appropriate penalty. 

Selectmen, in turn, ought to pass those 
sanctions down to those responsible, and 
there are several who can share the 
blame. 

This is clearly no federal offense, and 
there is no need to overdo the penalty. 
But there is a need to acknowledge, and 
pay for mistakes. That way, people tend 
to learn from them.

home office, I figure I'll spend the whole 
day at that. And besides, who wants to 
spend the first day of “retirement” 
straightening my office? (Please notice 
“retirement” is in quotes.) 

I'd like to have lunch with my son, 
who works in Boston. 

But if I leave the apartment, how will 
I learn what Bandit the cat does all day 
long? 

I wonder: Can I go through a day 
without making a list? I did the first few 
days. But it takes willpower to forego 
my habitual list writing. 

Phone my daughter. That takes a 
while. We set up a date for me to visit 
her in Rhode Island. A whole day. Dur- 
ing the week. What a luxury. 

I pay some bills. 

I spend a whole hour reading the 
morning newspaper. I read everything I 
want. What a luxury. 

I begin a novel. I haven’t read one for 
a while. Feels good. 

By 8:50 a.m. that first day, I’ve read 
the newspaper, done the dishes, but I’m 
stil in my bathrobe, Copeland CD 
entertaining me. This is pleasant. The 
cat’s asleep. 

At 9, I make potato soup — a way to 
head off the temptation to eat an 
unhealthy lunch. 

My son calls at 9:15. “Welcome to the 
rest of your life,” he says, understand- 
ing it’s a big day for me. 

The cat wants out. 


By 10:20, fm showered and dressed. 
My husband calls, “Is this the Andover 
Townsman?” he wants to know. “No,” I 
respond. “They’re on deadline. I’m not.” 

By 11:0, [ve paid the bills and I'm 
rushing the season, listening to the Mes- 
siah. I pour myself a mug of tea. I’m get- 
ting used to this. 

The cat wants in. 

That’s it for notes from that first day 
of “retirement.” 

I'm putting “retirement” in quotes 
because I’m not retired, I’ve changed 
directions. Several months after finish- 
ing chemotherapy for breast cancer, I 
met a woman who’d gone through it, 
too. She is 46 and a dentist. We were at a 
survivors’ party. She told me she was 
about to retire. She said she wanted to 
sail her boat. She didn’t want to work as 
hard as she had the last several years. 
She wasn’t sure if she could swing it 
financially, but she was going to try. 

Right. Me too. When you’ve been 
sick, you re-think your life. That’s what 
I did. I’m fortunate to have a supportive 
husband who agreed that it was time for 
me to change direction. 

Now I am getting used to being at 
home, to making my way around Cam- 
bridge and Boston by subway, to being 
able to walk to an author’s book-signing, 
to visit with friends in the middle of the 
day. Any day. This is nice. 

I am negotiating to begin a new pro- 
ject. It’s related to surviving cancer and 
I'm anxious to begin. I’m trying not to

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A response from the 
chair on middle school 


Editor, Townsman: 

The following letter is in response to 
the letter from Dr. Doree Barton 
(“Grade 5-8 middle school shouldn’t be a 
done deal,” Townsman, Oct. 16). 

Dear Dr. Barton, 

Thank you for your letter of concern 
regarding the planned 5-8 middle school. 
As a committee, we realize there are 
concerns about this educational change. 
The Superintendent has defined a 
process for the recently established 
planning committee to take in the devel- 
opment of the middle school. This com- 
mittee comprised of parents, teachers, 
and administrators will address these 
concerns as well as other issues when 
they begin work soon. 

I realize you are questioning the 
validity of the decision to move from a 6- 
8 to a 5-8 middle school configuration. 
As chairperson of the School Commit- 
tee, I would like to share with you the 
process of how we arrived at the deci- 
sion to implement a 5-8 middle school. 

The space problems that exist now in 
our elementary and middle schools 
were brought to the attention of the 
School Committee by the Superinten- 
dent. He recommended to us that a con- 
sultant be hired to analyze the situation 
and to make recommendations for pos- 
sible solutions. That work was done and 
presented to the School Committee. 

The School Committee then appoint- 
ed a Space Needs Committee, consisting 
of parents, community people, teachers

and administrators from the elemen- 
tary and middle school levels, to exam- 
ine the options, to address the space 
problems presented in the consultant’s 
report and to make recommendations to 
the Superintendent. This process 
included public forums with the com- 
munity to explore the options. In Febru- 
ary 1997, the Space Needs Committee 
completed its work and presented it to 
the Superintendent and School Commit- 
tee. Upon further study of the recom- 
mendations, we voted to begin develop- 
ment of a 5-8 middle school. 

This decision was arrived at with the 
input of many people — many of our 
educators and parents. I do believe that 
the idea of a 5-8 middle school has come 
so far because it is educationally sound 
for Andover. I also believe that this deci- 
sion was not driven by but rather influ- 
enced by the financial state of the Town 
now and in five years, and the political 
fallout of a high school building project 
that has been delayed and plagued with 
cost overruns. I believe the School Com- 
mittee voted responsibly to accept the 
Superintendent’s and the Space Needs 
Committee’s recommendation based on 
the thorough process that included our 
educators and our community. 

The Town Meeting article last spring 
called for planning money to support 
design plans to address the identified 
space needs. The School Committee 
clearly stated at the Town Meeting that 
it supported the 5-8 middle school and 
that this money would be used for the 
design plan for this project. 

The decision was based on a well-exe- 
cuted plan of inquiry and investigation.

But we need to include your concerns 
about this configuration and those of 
others as the planning committee 
embarks upon its work later this month. 
We need to focus on the design of the 5-8 
school so that it satisfies the concerns of 
parents and teachers. We believe this 
process will result in a program that is 
educationally appropriate for our chil- 
dren in Andover for many years to 
come. 

Thank you for your interest and I 
hope you continue to communicate with 
us about this project.

Andover Controls makes buildin 


In an era of smart buildings, an Andover- 
based firm is making them even smarter. 

Buildings have, of course, been getting 
smarter for eons, from the hole in the wall to 
the window to the furnace to the air condi- 
tioner and then HVAC (Heating, Ventilation 
and Air Conditioning) to control both tem- 
perature and humidity in buildings, 

Same for security, which progressed 
from the cave to the door to the lock to the 
swipe card and other electronic measures. 

But for most of history those and a host of 
other things like lighting, humidity, smoke 
alarms, sprinkler systems and intercoms 
were all separate systems.

needed. 

The firm does its own software develop- 
ment, has its own computer language called 
Plain English, and assembles its systems on 
site. While the prices for systems can range 
from a low of several thousand dollars to 
well into the millions, LaRoche says the pay- 
back in savings generally takes just two to 
three years, “which is very acceptable.” 

In the case of Boston University, where 
the company’s systems have been in place 
since 1984, those systems now control 75 
buildings including student housing, class- 
rooms, offices, research labs, a performing 
arts center and underground storage tanks, 
where they manage the use of fuel oil. 

In the case of Arizona’s Bank One Ball- 
park, where a new major league franchise, 
the Arizona Diamondbacks, will play next 
year, an Andover Controls system will man- 
age everything from lighting, temperature 
and security to control of a retractable dome. 

And one of the firm’s ongoing projects is 
a security system for the Kuala Lumpur

largest security system in the world. For 
now, it sits in a hallway at the company 
headquarters looking like a couple of closet- 
sized racks filled with electronic gear. 

“Besides those applications, there are 
some pretty wild things you can do with it,” 
LaRoche says. “You can have custom 
events happen when you present a card to a 
reader. It can unlock the parking lot, let you 
in and make sure your office environment 
is ready for you,” like setting the tempera- 
ture, turning on the lights or even pulling 
the shades. 

What about making the coffee? 

“Well, you could get that started too,” he 
says. 

While the company, at $65 million in 
sales, is still a relatively small player in a $2- 
billion market, LaRoche says there is plen- 
ty of roon. ‘or continued growth. 

“This (IKS) is pretty much a given in all 
new construction,” he says.

Marching Band captures silver medal, then just misses a gold this week

Parents, friends, and fans 
were out in force on Sunday, 
Oct. 19, to support the AHS 
Marching Band at a NESBA 
competition co-hosted with 
Reading High School. Enthu- 
siasm was high as each of the 
nine bands performed, with 
Andover scoring 76.4, earn- 
ing their first silver medal of 
the season. 

The New England Band 
Association (NESBA) classi- 
fies marching band competi- 
tors in four divisions accord- 
ing to size; in addition, there 
is a non-competitively judged 
exhibition class. The top three 
bands in each division 
receive trophies, and each 
competing band receives a 
gold, silver, bronze, or medal 
of merit award based on total 
points. Each band is required 
to compete for a minimum of 
seven minutes and a makxi- 
mum of eleven minutes. 

In preparing for competi- 
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tion, each year a musical 
theme is chosen and march- 
ing show choreographed. The 
show is a culmination of band 
members, staff, and volun- 
teers putting in over 400 
hours per week. 

This yearss show takes 
everyone back to the rebel- 
lious years of the 1960s with 
music from the Doors. Drum 
major Susan Provencher sets 
the tone, wearing a denim 
vest with a peace sign, beads 
and fringe. The color guard 
looks "really cool" in their tie- 
dyed pants. They have the 
dance moves down pat. Band 
members obviously enjoy the 
wild dance movements and 
the drum finale has a “great 
attitude.” 

The other top bands in divi- 
sions two, three, and four 
were (respectively) Dover, 
winning a silver; Melrose, 
winning a silver; and New 
Bedford, winning a gold.

Is the school committee asking too 
much of Mr. Meyers, informing him 
that he should be assigned a full acad- 
emic teaching load? Should the tax- 
payers be paying $12,000 per year 
($60,000: over five years) for Mr. Mey- 
ers to work on union activities during 
the school day? 

I believe $12,000 is a lot of money. 
Let's spend it on educating our kids, 
not on funding union activities.

the Massachusetts Public 
Research Group. 

According to a MassPIRG report, the 
goal of the law is to reduce the amount of 
toxic pesticides in schools while providing 
more information to the public. 

Dana Duxbury, of the Waste Watch 
Center in Andover and a member of the 
state’s IPM council, supports the bill. 

“We don’t know as much as we should 
about pesticides,” Duxbury says. She’s a 
proponent of IPM, a pest control method 
that uses the least amount of toxic chemi- 
cals possible. 

But some opponents of the Pesticide 
Disclosure Act say part of the problem 
with legislating IPM policies is that they 
are more of a philosophy than a set of reg- 
ulations. 

The IPM philosophy includes practices 
like regular pest inspection and thinking 
before spraying. Some companies or 
school districts simply schedule routine 
pesticide spraying regardless of the extent 
of the problem, she says. 

Under IPM, pests are only attacked 
when they are determined to be intolera- 
ble. If so, then the most organic and least 
toxic option is considered first, like sealing 
cracks, removing garbage, setting traps, 
planting different vegetation or sending in 
the natural enemy — a “beneficial” insect 
to eat the insect that’s a problem. The most 
chemically toxic options are considered 
last. 

IPM policies are becoming more popu- 
lar in school districts across the country, 
according to MassPIRG, partly because 
pesticides that are toxic to humans are 
more toxic to children because they are 
still developing physically. 

According to the Waste Watch center 
research, chemical pesticides are also dan- 
gerous to pets and wild birds and fish, pose 
health risks by contaminating water and 
can lead to the evolution of pesticide-resis-

tant species. 
Andover is integrated 

Does that mean trouble in Andover? 
Not according to Ken Parker, local super- 
intendent of buildings, who says the 
schools “don’t spray like they used to,” and 
contract their pest control to Waltham 
Chemical, run by Richard Berman. 

Berman says his company generally fol- 
lows IPM policies in all the school districts 
it services throughout the state. Towns 
that have officially adopted IPM include 
Lexington and Newton, he says. 

Pest control in Andover has not been 
done in academic areas, and is mostly 
done with sticky traps in boiler rooms or 
outside buildings sealing cracks, he says, 
but they do use chemicals when necessary, 
he says (see related story). 

Berman wears about as many hats as 
ants have legs. Along with being an ento- 
mologist, he’s head of technology and 
training at Waltham Chemical. He is also 
an industry representative on the state 
Pesticide Board which advises the state’s 
Pesticide Bureau, part of the Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs. 

The Pesticide Bureau is the state 
agency that oversees pesticide regulations. 

Brad Mitchell, of the Pesticide Bureau, 
says the board is made up of one person 
from the Department of Food and Agricul- 
ture, one from the Department of Fisheries 
and Wildlife, two public health officials, 
one environmental manager, one person 
from the Department of Environmental 
Protection, two members of the public, a 
toxicologist, a farmer, a conservationist, 
and a commercial applicator. Berman 
serves as the commercial applicator repre- 
sentative. A slot for a physician is vacant, 
Mitchell says. 

Berman opposes the Pesticide Disclo- 
sure Act, because he believes its regula- 
tions are redundant, and possibly danger- 
ous. 

The current laws requiring posting 


What do we use here? 


Don Rivard, environmental consul- 
tant of Waltham and member of the 
New England Pest Control Associa- 
tion, said that generally, modern pes- 
ticide practices have decreased in vol- 
ume and toxicity. 

“I was trained in the military 30 
years ago, and they used gallons and 
gallons (of chemicals),” he said. 
Today, a well-trained pest-control per- 
son would use ounces of strategically 
placed chemicals and keep himself 
educated on the technology. 

“People are more knowledgeable 
today and not blatantly spraying on 
walls. We’re teaching our people con- 
stantly,” he said of his role in NEPCA. 

A particularly dangerous chemical 
named in a MassPIRG report, Durs- 
ban, which acts as nerve cell poison 
and is found in many over-the-counter 
bug sprays, is not used by Waltham 
Chemical, Berman said. 

Rivard added that the most toxic 
pesticides — those available to the 
public through retail stores — are not 
part of the Pesticide Disclosure Act. 

According to Richard Berman of 


notifications are sufficient he says, and if 
the bill became law, excessive signage 
could keep companies or school districts 
from spraying in the first place. 

“Signs tend to scare people,” he says, 
adding that instead of posting, some people 
may opt to exercise pest control on their 
own, which is “bad for public health.” 

Don Rivard, a Waltham environmental 
consultant and member of the New Eng- 
land Pest Control Association, says he 
believes in parents’ right to know that 
their child’s school will be treated with 
pesticides, but thinks the burden should 
fall on the school districts that hire the pes- 
ticide companies, rather than the vendors. 


Volunteerism doesn’t work 

The act was approved by the state board 
of Natural Resources and Agriculture in 
July, and is now before the House Ways

¢ Ants are traditionally treated 
with boric acid bait (brand name 
Drax) in tamper resistant cups. It is 
not toxic, even to ants, unless it is 
ingested, Other ant treatments 
include Pro Control, a sulfuramid 
bait, or synthetic pyrethroid. Organic 
pyrethroids, often found in Raid or 
Black Flag, are more irritating to peo- 
ple with hay fever allergies, Berman 
said. 

¢ Wasps and hornets, especially a 
sroblem. in the fall when they seek 
shelter, are treated with insecticide 
dust, Ficam-D, a powder applied by 
hand bellows into cracks, not into the 
air. This stuff is only used when there 
is a problem. “It’s remedial not pre- 
ventative,” Berman said. : 

¢ To knock down flying insects, 
they use PT 3-6-10, a non-residual mist 
that breaks down before it settles, he

and Means Committee until further 
notice. In order to pass, the bill would have 
to be voted on in the House and the Senate 
by July 1998. 

John Rodman of the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs says that while the 
language is still being “refined” the state 
generally supports the bill, particularly 
the notion of public disclosure, he says. 

“The issues are technical and I’m confi- 
dent they can be worked out,” he says. The 
bill addresses concerns that if there is not 
enough posting required, there is no way 
to enforce regulations. “If you only have 
voluntary reporting, it would take forever 
and a million people to sniff out every 
lawn,” he says. 

He also supports the formation of a 
database that collects information identi- 
fying health risks associated with pesti- 
cides, he says. 


Town will still fight Civil Service ruling on police exam

“When they (the state DPA) came back and offered 
us the make-up exam, it was their way of resolving the 
dispute,” says Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. “It 
doesn’t resolve it in my mind.” 

In part, that’s because the make-up exam doesn’t 
automatically put these candidates where they would 
have been had the list been certified. Stapczynski says 
if the town’s reserve list had been certified, those on 
that list would have been considered to fill openings 
on the Andover police force ahead of anyone who 
scored well on the most recent regular exam, this past 
April. 

Some of those on the reserve list that was recently 
rejected had been waiting years for an opening on the 
force and all had scored well on an exam before April. 
Of the 10 candidates on the reserve list, Stapczynski 
Says six or seven might still have been interested in an 
Andover job. 

Although Stapczynski admits he and police chief 
James Johnson knew of the Aug. 29 deadline, he says 
Andover worked throughout the summer to make 
sure they would have a qualified list of candidates, and 


the town did submit the list of 10 candidates before the 
deadline. 

“It comes down to the expression form over sub- 
stance,” says Stapczynski. 

Specifically it came down to “Form 14.” Although 
the town filed the list on time, the state told them the 
names had to be filled out with the candidates’ signa- 
tures on this specific “Form 14.” 

Because the town could not track down one of the 
candidates, Andover’s Form 14 was returned Sept. 2, 
says Stapczynski. 

“The basis of this (appeal) i is, we’d been working on 
this for months,” he says. “There was an on-going dia- 
log with the state about our desire to have 10 people 
certified off that preexisting list. 

“Our fight is, there’s no statutory requirement for 
this Form 14. It’s an administrative procedure. Our 
point is their using Form 14 is arbitrary,” says 
Stapczynski. “We’ve been working on this, we put in 
the time. We’ve done our homework on it and selected 
10 reserve police officers. And they (state officials) 
were aware of it.” 

Again, the problem is that while the state’s decision 


lets these reserve-list candidates get back in line for 
local police jobs, it doesn’t put them ahead of those 
who passed the most recent exam. Sen. O’Brien had 
described this as “the fear” of those on the reserve list, 
back when he was informed of the town’s problem at 
the end of September. 

O’Brien tells a slightly different story now, noting 
that if those on the reserve list score high enough on 
this make-up test then they’ll be back ahead of those 
who took the April test. 

“Depending on what their scores are, then they’re 
pretty much back at the position they would have been 
in had the (reserve) list been approved,” says O’Brien. 

Still, when pressed, O’Brien acknowledges that the 
reserve-list people “have suffered a loss because of the 
failure to get the list approved, because they (now 
must) compete in this second pool, whereas before 
they wouldn’t have had to.” 

Both O’Brien and Stapcezynski say the most signifi- 
cant effect of the state decision is that it will take the 
town longer to appoint a new police officer because 
Stapczynski must wait four or five months for the 
results of this make-up exam.

posed site for the charter. 

More than 100 people gathered at the 
school last week to hear about charter 
schools, tour the building and ask ques- 
tions. 

“What are you trying to fix?” one resi- 
dent asked. 

“We're not trying to fix anything. We're 
a group of people who are creating some- 
thing,” Dalton replied. 

According to the state charter school 
law, the schools are created to: 
* stimulate development of innovative pro- 
grams; 

* provide opportunities for innovative 
learning and assessment; 

* provide parents and students with 
options within and outside their school dis- 
tricts; 

* provide teachers with a vehicles for 
establishing alternative schools with inno- 
vative instruction, school structure and 
management; 

* encourage performance-based educa- 
tional programs; 

* hold teachers and administrators 
responsible for students’ educational out- 
comes; and 

* provide models for replication in other 
schools. 

About a third of those who attended last 
week’s meeting stayed until the question 
and answer session ended, and applauded 
the group, but a few still left with unan- 
swered questions. 

Andover’s Rebecca Keeley Morgan said 
she felt the idea of the school still seemed 
vague. 

“IT came for an explanation, not for a 
sales pitch or a defense,” she said. 

Maryann Uggerholt, also of Andover, 
said she doesn’t know if she would support 
the school or not, but is trying to find infor- 
mation about the best school for her chil- 
dren. 


Clarity of mission 

According to Scott Hamilton, associate 
commissioner of charter schools, the state 
requires many things to grant a charter, 
but the key element is not so much average 
income or existing educational choices as 
it is clarity of mission. 

“A successful applicant will have a very 
clear idea of what the purpose of the new 
school would be, and present a compelling 
case for why their school is needed in that 
community. There can be all kinds of 
answers to that question,” he says. 

Possible answers include the fact that 
there is nothing like the proposed school in 
that district, or that it is similar and they 
just need more of it, he says. 

Dalton has outlined the mission of the 
proposed Andover Classical Charter 
school as a grades 5-8 middle school that fol- 
lows a specific curriculum designed by 
E.D. Hirsch. The content is specifically 
designed to build on its subsequent levels. 
Each student advances only when he or she 
has mastered the specific content of each 
level. The content is considered a “classi- 
cal” education, but considers each student 
individually. The lessons include civic 
responsibility, money management, Latin, 
community work and completion of an 
independent project. 

Each of the 25 operating charter schools 
in Massachusetts has a different mission, 
but all the charter school heads inter- 
viewed agreed that their success is based 
on the community’s commitment to that 
mission. 

Thomas Lagerway-Commeret, head of 
school at the Marblehead Community 
Charter School says the school has been

successful “because of the belief that if peo- 
ple worked together we could create a bet- 
ter system,” he says. “Although the work 
was hard enough to kill us,” he added. 

The Marblehead school, the first charter 
granted in Massachusetts, is entering its 
third year. Its mission is based on using the 
community as its classroom, and a cur- 
riculum divided by a “global thematic 
approach” with five subjects: groups, 
changes, conflict and harmony, time and 
space and communication. 

The Chelmsford Public Charter School’s 
mission was not to diverge from the cur- 
riculum taught in public schools, but to 
teach it differently. Teachers use a prob- 
lem-solving method called “system dynam- 
ics” often applied in businesses, says Direc- 
tor Susan Jamback. 

Marblehead and Chelmsford are both 
grade 5-8 middle schools. 

The Community Day Charter School in 
Lawrence (grades K-5) uses the Modern 
Red Schoolhouse _ performance-based 
design, eyed by Andover charter propo- 
nents. 

The Benjamin Franklin Classical Char- 
ter School in Franklin, kindergarten 
through sixth grade, uses the E.D. Hirsch 
curriculum that Principal Jim Bower 
describes as “hard to teach” but fundamen- 
tally solid and coherent. 

“(Students and parents) get a clear idea 
of what came before and what they will get, 
including skills development and content,” 
Bower says. For example, he says, their 
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Sue Dalton — We’re not trying to 
fix anything. 


fifth graders are currently studying the 
Renaissance, but not just in history. They 
are also studying its philosophies, its art, 
and other dimensions, he says. 

For Marblehead, the greatest challenge 
was the scale of the project, a school that 
now enrolls more than 170 students. 

“The logistics of creating a school were 
more amazing than anyone could imag- 
ine,” says Lagerway-Commeret. 

Jamback agrees that the launch was the 
biggest challenge. 

“We created everything ourselves, and 
had eight days together as a staff (before it 
opened) to build the school from the 
ground up, and teach at the same time,” 
she says. 


Show us the money 

In addition to clarity of mission, the 
applicant must show a demand from the 
community, and “the wherewithal to bring 
their proposal to life,’ Hamilton says. He 
suggests that anyone requesting a charter 
be prepared with resources, background 
and ingenuity to actually make it happen.” 

Charter school are funded by the state 
and private fund raising done by school 
leaders. When children leave their regular 
public school system for a charter school, 
which is also considered public, the state’s 
per-pupil expenditure reimbursement to 
the town is moved to the school. 

According to Andover’s Superintendent 
of Schools Richard E. Neal, the state pays 
Andover $6,500 per student. The formation 


of a charter school that ultimately takes in 
400 Andover students would also move $2.4 
million to the charter school. 

The money isn’t taken away immediate- 
ly. The first year the student moves to a 
charter school, the state replaces 100 per- 
cent of it to the school department. The sec- 
ond year, it drops to 60 percent, the third 
year 40 percent and the fourth year to zero. 

But if the student leaves the charter 
school and goes back into public school, the 
charter school isn’t paid by the state for 
one day more than the student spent there, 
Hamilton says. 

“The money follows the child quite 
accurately. Some people like to think it 
belongs to the system, some think it 
belongs to the families, the taxpayers. 
When you get right down to it ... kids are 
what it costs to educate,” he says. 

Some charter schools chose to hire a 
management company to run their school. 
Two Massachusetts charter schools (Seven 
Hills Charter School in Worcester and the 
Boston Renaissance Charter Schoo!) are 
run by The Edison Company, a national 
charter school management company in 
charge of 25 schools around the country. 
They are hired by a school’s board of 
trustees to run the school. 

Stephen Tracy, vice president of devel- 
opment for the Edison Project in the North- 
east, says he believes they work well as a 
for-profit company running a public school 
because they are accountable to their cus- 
tomers (if the students or parents don’t like 
it they can easily switch out of the charter 
school), and accountable to the board that 
hired them. 

Charter School boards of trustees are 
private, non-profit organizations, whose 
members are appointed by the state. 

Tracy says their schools have been suc- 
cessful because their educational philoso, 
phy is married with their business prac- 
tices. He describes their programs as ambi- 
tious academic programs based on the best 
practices of high-performance public 
schools. 

He also cites the company’s ability to 
make a large up-front investment to get the 
school moving. While the company expects 
to retrieve this cost through its contract, its 
initial investment can make the difference 
in the beginning, Tracy says. 

The management company is responsi- 
ble for the entire operation of the school, 
from instruction to physical plant, but 
Tracy says they needed something more in 
some schools. In some of their schools, they: 
bought home computers for students in the 
school who didn’t have one. 

“In a public school setting, one should 
not permit a situation where more affluent 
families have more access,” Tracy says. 

Some parents concerned about equality 
had questions about charter school enroll- 
ments. Dalton said the school can give pref- 
erence to Andover students, but is limited 
to taking 6 percent of the Andover school 
system’s budget (about 400 students). If the 
school received more applicants than seats, 
they would hold a lottery. The remaining 
names go on a waiting list, Dalton said. 


An ongoing process 

The proponents of the proposed 
Andover Classical Charter School say they 
are committed to certain ideas that define 
their mission: the E.D. Hirsch curriculum, 
and a system of “benchmark” levels from 
the Modern Red School House system of 
educational standards, and an extended 
school day with after-school programs 
called “skill labs,” according to proponent

Essentially laying a welcome mat for 
youth who have felt unwanted in many 
areas of town, a volunteer group has 
opened a center on Reservation Road 
specifically for middle-school-aged kids. 

“We just want the kids to come and we 
want it to be comfortable for them,” Says 
Chris Johnson, a Chestnut Street mom 
who volunteers at the center. 

“Uptown doesn’t want the kids there,” 
she says.

“Today’s just the first day so not many 
people showed up, but we’re going to 
Spread the word around,” said Erica 
Galvin, an eighth grade Doherty Middle 
School student. 

- The center is in the Fellowship Hall of 
West Parish Church on Reservation Road, 
a few steps from the intersection of Shaw- 
Sheen Road, Lowell Street, Beacon Street 
and Reservation Road. It’s within walking 
distance of West Middle School, and vol- 
unteers say Doherty Middle School stu- 
dents can take a bus to Andover High 
School after their classes and walk up 
Shawsheen Road to the center. 

The center is run by representatives 
from West Parish, Temple Emanuel, 
South Parish Church, Christ Church, St. 
Robert’s Church and the Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Congregation, but has no overt 
religious connection.

Coordinator Lynn Foley and adult vol- 
unteers will run the center from 2:30 to 5 
p.m. after classes on Tuesdays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays. 

She says the center allows the middle 
school youth to have some independence 
by providing a relaxing but supervised 
space for them to do what they want. For 
instance, if enough kids want to have a Fri- 
day dance, adults would try to organize 
one, they say. 

Volunteers are waiting to let the youth 
name the center, and they say they realize 
the use and popularity of the center will be 
decided by the kids.

Foley’s position is paid with seed 
money from the Smith-Purdon Fund at 
West Parish and from money from the 
other faith communities involved, say 
organizers. The other supervising adults 
are all volunteers. 

Suetta Tenney, one of the leaders of the 
movement, seems to believe this willing- 
ness of people to volunteer is why the fledg- 
ling center exists today.

But, as Dalton spoke with parents last week, 
she told them the scope of their mission was not 
“cast in stone,” and as the community members 
come forward with their ideas, she expects their 
plan to be solidified. 

“Have you forgotten how hard it is to effect 
change? It’s been described as trying to dock the 
Queen Mary with a rowboat,” she told the crowd 
at the Franciscan Center. 

Dalton’s group has sent its letter of intent to 
the state, and is now working on a 10-page 
prospectus of its mission and business plan due 
Nov. 14. The Commissioner of Education chooses 
applications for final review. They are invited to 
submit a 50-page prospectus by Jan. 5, 1998. The 
Board of Education reviews these applications in 
January, and votes on the charters with recom- 
mendation from the Commissioner in February.

The Andover High women’s vol- 
leyball, women’s swim, field hock- 
ey and golf teams were all involved 
in key competitions recently.

knockout punch early in the third quarter, 
Lowell cornerback Pat Swett stepped in and 
intercepted a pass at the Red Raiders’ 20 to 
light a fire under the home team.

Some things in life should be fra- 
grant. Perfume. Fine wine. A bouquet 
of roses. 

But not gasoline. Especially when 
young children are around. This is true 
even for Reformulated Gasoline (RFG), 
the clean-burning fuel that’s removing 
300,000 tons of pollutants this year from 
the air breathed by 100 million Ameri- 
cans. 

Yet while RFG’s environmental ben- 
efits are obvious, a less understood fea- 
ture is the new fuel’s distinctive smell, 
which has been described from sharply 
acrid to simply “Pee-yew!” 

Fortunately, however unpleasant we 
might find this smell, the first thing 
our noses are reacting to is not gaso- 
line, whose vapors not only will make 
us sick, but which also contain such 
hazardous components as benzene, a 
known carcinogen.

A 
second oxygenate used in RFG is 
ethanol, derived from corn, but MTBE 
is by far the most commonly used.

* Keep the engine running at its 
peak. A misfiring spark plug can 
reduce fuel efficiency as much as 30 
percent. Replace filters and fluids as 
recommended by the owner’s manual. 
A well-tuned vehicle pollutes less. 

¢ Underinflated or poorly aligned 
tires force the engine to work harder, 
which wastes fuel. Properly main- 
tained tires last longer, saving you 
money and lessening the burden at 
landfills. 

¢ Dispose of used motor oil, anti- 
freeze/coolant and old batteries prop- 
erly. Many repair facilities accept 
these items; otherwise, call your local 
government for recycling sites.

Improper service can 
leak some of these chemicals into the 
atmosphere. 

« Change your driving habits. Speed- 
ing and sudden accelerations waste 
fuel. Use cruise-control on highways to 
maintain a steady pace. When waiting 
for friends or family, shut off the 
engine. Consolidate your daily errands 
to eliminate unnecessary driving. 

* Remove excess items from the 
vehicle. Less weight means better 
mileage. Store luggage/cargo in the 
trunk rather than on the roof to reduce 
air drag. 

Good driving habits and periodic 
vehicle maintenance will help you, 
your car and the environment.

¢ Get a second opinion. 

Have the car inspected by an inde- 
pendent mechanic. If the dealer 
doesn’t agree to an inspection, be 
wary. 
¢ Be willing to walk away.

Dropping off the car at the shop for service is one of 
those things most people don’t do until it is absolutely 
necessary. But car experts will tell you that’s not the 
best way to approach caring for your car. 

Cars need to be maintained, not just repaired when 
serious problems arise. In fact, just a few dollars spent 
on vehicle maintenance can save several times that 
amount in emergency repairs when you least expect 
them — not to mention inconvenience and potentially 
hazardous situations. 

To keep your car running smoothly, follow these tips

- Replace front brakes every 20,000 to 30,000 miles and 


rear brakes every 40,000 to 60,000 miles. Driving beyond 
that without brake service runs the risk of damaging 
expensive brake components such as rotors, seals, hard- 
ware and drums. Replacing rotors will cost you twice as 
much as a standard brake job, while replacing drums, 
seals and hardware will cost you three times as much. 

- Have your oil changed every 3,000 miles or every 
three months. Changing your oil is one of the Single best 
things you can do for your vehicle. Prolonged driving 
without an oil change can severely damage or even 
destroy the engine. An oil change every three months or 

3,000 miles may spare you the significant expense 
of replacing the engine. 
* Replace engine coolant every two years. 
Radiators can get clogged and filled with 
sediment caused from old coolants. If sedi- 
ment builds up, you may need to replace 
the radiator altogether. Replacing a 
radiator costs five to six times

Fall is here: 
Is your vehicle 
ready for winter? 


The pros at the National Institute for 
Automotive Service Excellence, a nonprofit 
group that tests and certifies automotive 
technicians, offer the following advice 
about getting your vehicle ready for cooler 
weather ahead. 

* Don’t procrastinate. Fall is the ideal 


‘time to undo the ravages of summer’s heat, 


dust and stop-and-go vacation traffic while 
preparing for the rigors of winter driving. 

Read your owner’s manual and follow the 
manufacturer’s service intervals. Even if 
you live in warmer parts of the country, you 
will benefit from routine maintenance and 
service. 

* Replace balding tires with all-season 
radials or snow tires, as conditions war- 
rant. Don’t forget to check the spare tire and 
make sure the tire jack is working. 

- A qualified auto technician should 
check the condition of your battery and 
cables, plus the radiator, and all hoses and 
belts. 

If you are not a do-it-yourselfer, find a 
shop with a courteous staff, qualified tech- 
nicians and modern equipment. Reward 
good service with repeat business. Ask 
friends for their recommendations and 
check the reputation of the shop with your 
local consumer organization. 

Look for repair facilities that employ one 
or more ASE-certified technicians. These 
technicians have taken national exams to 
prove their competency to their employers 
and to you. ASE-certified technicians wear 
blue and white insignia and carry creden- 
tials listing their exact areas of expertise 
(brakes, engine repair, etc.), while their 
employers often display the ASE sign. 

* Engine performance problems such as 
rough idling, poor acceleration or hard 
starts should be corrected before cold 
weather sets in. You'll gain better fuel econ- 
omy and benefit from the added peace of 
mind. 

- For your comfort as well as visibility, 
make certain your heater and defroster are 
in good working condition. 

* Have the exhaust systern examined for 
leaks, a potentially deadly condition in 
closed garages. 

- Carry emergency gear: flares, boots, 
gloves, ice scraper, high-energy snacks, a 
blanket, shovel, flashlight, tire chains, a few 
tools, and a car phone or CB radio. 


Tips from the pros on choosing a repair shop 


Although the chill of autumn mornings is often 
enough to prod motorists into getting their vehicles 
checked out before winter, many consumers do not 
know where to turn for automotive service and 
repair. 


The National Institute for Automotive Service 
Excellence (ASE), offers these tips on choosing a 
repair facility. 

- Start shopping for a repair facility before you 
need one; you can make better decisions when you 
are not rushed. 


* Ask friends and associates for their recommen- 


dations. 
* Check with your local consumer organization 


about the reputation of the shop. 

- Resist the temptation to choose a shop based 
solely on location or hours of operation. 

- Look for a neat, well-organized facility with 
vehicles in the parking lot equal in value to your 
own and modern equipment in the service bays. 

- Ask if the shop usually handles your vehicle 
make and model or type of repair. Some facilities 
specialize. 

* Look for signs of technician competence. The 
customer service area should display trade school 
diplomas, certificates of advanced course work and 
ASE certifications — a national standard of techni- 
cian competence. 

- Look for signs of professionalism such as com- 


munity awards, plaques for civic involvement, cus- 
tomer service awards, membership in the Better 
Business Bureau, etc. 


- Professionally run establishments will have 
courteous, helpful staff. The manager, service writ- 
er or technician should be willing to answer your 
questions. 

- Labor rates, diagnostic fees, guarantees, meth- 
ods of payment should be posted and/or explained 
to you. 

- Feel free to ask for the names of a few customers 
as references. Call them. 

- Start with a minor job. Reward good service 
with repeat business and more complex work.
